In parentheses, on the second line are the 
Chinese characters, as given in the original document and the romane — 
ization, which includes both the Chinese transliteration and trans- 
lation of Mongol terminology. On the third line, in parentheses, are 
the names as shown on Mueller's map. 


The original Chinese document was actually in the form of a chart of 
the organization of the Mongols; however, in order for coordinates and. 
Chinese characters, etc.,to be included, it was deemed more advisable 
to prepare the information in the format used herein. The top level 
is the National Government's Sxeeutive Yuan. The second level consists 
of the seven aimaks into which the Mongols ere divided. Included in 
this second level is the Hulunbuir Department (not referred to as an 
gimak), with the hoshuns it administers; ani four special hoshuns, 
(marked by an asterisk) which are not members of any aimak, but are 
directly under the Executive Yuan. The third level consists of the 
various hoshuns, grouped under the aimaks or divisions of which they 
form a part.)
